It 
is found in every home— in Ihe 
; bedroom, the bathroom, Ihe kit- 
chen, .and living room. Keep it 
out of. sight and out of reach- 
even if it lias a "safety cap." 7 . 

Household products have labels 
which you should read and then 
follow the directions carefully. 
These instructions have been 
written for your protection. 

Remember to keep all products 
in original containers says the 
Safety Commission. Never place 
kerosene, anti-frcczc, paints, or 
solvents in cups, glasses, milk or 
soft-drink bottles, or other uten- 
sils customarily used for food or. 
drinks. \. 

Destroy old products. Pour 
contents down drain or toilet, and 
rinse container, before discarding. 
Do not put container with its con- 
tents into refuse can. 

Keep foods and household prod- 
ucts scparatedrTCleaning-fluidsr 
detergents, lye, soap powders, in- 
secticides, and other everyday 
household products should be 
stored away from food and medi- 
cations.

Prominent among the mea/iirds 
sidestepped by the' Contjrjls are 
the following: (a > Lowering of 
the voting age to 18, <b) Imposing 
a » tax on Americans traveling 
• abroad, (c) Requiring registration 
of firearms and licensing of gun- 
owners, (d> Reorganizing and 
modernizing congressional proced- 
ures, (e) Revising copyright laws 
.(f) Expanding authority for East: 
,West trade,- (g) Repealing Section 
14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Act, and 
_many, many others. 

•Some measures, such as the 
granting of funds to develop a 
supersonic transport, yielded to 
the austerity program which the 
Congress forced upon the admin- 
istration. - Many- other programs 
including those aimed at water 
and air pollution abatement, 
highway bcautificotiou and edu- 
cational television have suffered 
from underfunding or have receiv- 
ed no funds at all.

The Coast Guard reminds boat- 
men that carrying the devices In 
a hard-to-reach \ area of the boat 
does riot provide sufficient protec- 
tion. Accidents' can happen -any- 
time, and afterward may be too 
late to go looking for something 
to keep, you afloat. 

Also, if something happens to 
your, boat, stay with it. . Most 
boats- will float when overturned 
or sMjamped. By remaining with 
the boat, you will be easier to 
find by rescuers. 

The Coast Guard also advises 
that all non-swimmers and chil- 
dren should wear approved life- 
saving, devices at all times when 
boating. And when weather con- 
ditions worsen or danger is im- 
minent", everyone - aboard should 
be 'wearing life preservers.
